High Prices for Horses. 
Hildreth’s Shrewd Tactics. 
Zev's Mud Running Ability. 
Three-Year-Old Premiership 
Unsettled. 



The impetus whic-h the Saratoga meeting ! 
has given to the thoroughbred market con- I 
tinues to increase as the meeting draws to a | 
close. Gifford A. Cochran's purchase of Gos- | 
hawk from Harry Payne Whitney Saturday j 
for $50,000 comes as a sort of climax to an j 
unusual series of two-year-old deals during | 
the present year, while Mr. Whitney's offer | 
of $100,000 for Messenger, though refused, is ! 
an excellent index to the trend of the market, j 

Just exactly what has brought about the 
great change in thoroughbred values which 
has made $25,000 a small price to pay for a 
good race horse seems to be a question. The 
commercial and industrial conditions through j 

the country, and the world, for that matter, j 

I 

are not particularly prosperous, but a man j 
who wants a certain horse apparently is will- 
ing to go almost any limit to possess him. 

The result is that the turfman or breeder 
who happens to have in his possession good 
horses of racing age and stake quality is able 
to pile up the profits while the boom is in 
full swing. John E. Madden, with his sales I 
of Dunlin, Bud Lerner, Emotion, Surf Rider j 
and McKee, this year has received a small 
fortune in return, for a few horses, none of 
which is a champion. 

Mr. Cochran's offer of $125,000 for Bunting. I 
the remaining Whitney candidate for three- ; 
year-old honors, would have aroused wide j 
comment a year or so ago. but in the present i 
scale of purchases, sales and offers it causes ! 
hardly a ripple. Bunting may or may not be j 
worth $125,000 — he has not been highly enough i 
tried against the best of his age this year 
to show his real class — but Mr. Whitney is 
not likely to dispose of the son of Pennant. 

His sale of Whiskaway was a good busi- 
ness move and, at the same time, a fine thing 
for racing. Whether or not the mind read- 
ers, who assume that Mr. Whitney disposed 
of Whiskaway' only after assuring himself by 
trials that Bunting is a better horse, are | 
right. The fact remains that for the present ! 
Whiskaway is the leader of the three-year- 
old division and has a reputation which is 
worth at least the amount paid. 



Trainer Hildreth of the Rancocas Stable 
has been maneuvering his three -year-old 
Kal-Sang into a strategic position for the 
coming stakes of his division. He has care- 
fully avoided allowing the son of The Finn 
to finish first in any stake race which would 
mean a penalty in later important races; al- 
lowing his stablemate, Little Chief, to go 
along and pick up the penalties. 

The reason why trainer Hildreth has been 
able to carry out this plan so successfully is 
that the best horses of his age have stayed J 
in their barns while the stakes so settled 1 
have been run and there has been nothing in 
the fields that Little Chief, which is not a 
wonder horse, could not beat under his light i 
weight. 

If it had not rained at Saratoga Friday j 
night, Kai-Sang would have had cither a | 
penalty or a beating as a result of the 
Travers Stakes running and the three-year- I 
old situation would probably have been more j 
jumbled up than ever. As it Is, the Travers 
Stakes decided nothing, except that the Ran- 
cocas Stable had two horses carrying its I 
colors that could beat A. R. Lawson's Sweep 
By without much trouble. 

Mr. Vosburgh's rating of the Rancocas j 
three-year-old as the top weight of the divi- I 



sion still remains to be vindicated or dis- 
proved. But if Kai-Sang can go on escaping 
the penalties which his chief rivals have 
already picked up by their earlier victories 
there is little likelihood that a true test of 
his merit can be had in the coming stake 
races for his age until late? on. 

The victory of Zev in the Grand Union 
Hotel Stakes probably can have little bear- 
ing on the settlement of the two*- year-old 
championship. The track conditions of Sat- 
urday were so bad that mud running ability 
alone decided the result. Zev, on the face of 
past form, did not exactly seem to belong in 
such a stake, but his mud running was con- 
spicuously brilliant and he won. 

Several horses which would probably bring 
much more if sold than would Zev, finished 
behind him Saturday, but that one race under 
such conditions can have little effect either 
on the value or the standing of the victor or 
the vanquished. Zev remains what he was 
before — a good second rate two-year-old 
which becomes a whirlwind in the mud. 

The only one which really loses caste by 
the race is Martingale, J. S. Cosden's son of 
Martinet, which was noted for his mud run- 
ning previously. He showed that though a 
good mud runner, he could not keep up with 
Zev. Since he has sometimes failed to race 
to his best form on a fast track. Martingale’s 
value is largely discounted by his defeat in 
the mud Saturday, otherwise the two-year- 
old rating cannot be influenced particularly 
as a result of the Grand Union running. 

The failure of the chief contenders for the 
three-year-old crowh to face the starter in 
the Travers Stakes at Saratoga Saturday, 
when a heavy rain changed the track condi- 
tions over night, makes it unlikely that the 
question of supremacy can be settled at the 
present meeting. The Huron Handicap of 
$5,000 guaranteed is the only remaining 
three-year-old stake of the meeting. This is 
to be run Wednesday, but it will probably 
not attract the topnotchers.

Reports from all parts of this country 
and Canada where racing is being conducted 
tell of many first-time visitors among the 
big gatherings at the various tracks. Many 
of them had never been on a race track be- 
fore and know little or nothing about horses, 
racing or anything pertaining to the great 
outdoor sport. 

Many the questions asked of old turfmen. 
The question most asked by the novice is, 
“What is a thoroughbred?” To such a query 
a horseman of high standing and well versed 
in the lore of the turf replied that when ap- 
plied to horses the term thoroughbred is 
understood to mean an animal of a breed 
that lias been bred in England for genera- 
tions to race at the running gait. Horses 
were raced in England for at least six hun- 
dred years, and probably considerable more 
than that, before the thoroughbred breed was 
established. During all those years the 
breeders of race horses in England had 
doubtless endeavored to improve the spaed 
and other race-winning qualities of their 
racing stock by careful selections of sires 
and dams of demonstrated merit. 

The eminent English writer J. H. Walsh 
(Stonehenge), author of the valuable stand- 
ard work “The Horse in the Stable and the 
Field.” stated that the breed of race horses 
known as thoroughbred was established 
about 1750. The foundation stock from which 
this breed was created, as stated by Stone- 
henge. was as follows : 

First — Native mares used for racing and 
bred from Spanish and English strains, the 
former most probably descended from the 
Barbs and Morocco. 

Second — Markham's Arabian, imported in 
the time of James the First, and most prob- 
ably there is not now the slightest strain of 
his blood extant. 

Third — Place's White Turk, extensively 
used, and to him most of our best horses can 
be traced through Matchem. 

Fourth — The three Turks, brought over 
from the siege of Vienna in 1684. 

Fifth — The royal mares imported by 
Charles the Second, who sent his “Master of 
the Horse to the Levant” especially to pro- 
cure them. These are also mentioned in all 
the best pedigrees. 

TWO CLASSES OF THOROUGHBREDS. 

There are two classes of thoroughbreds, 
one of which includes only such descendants 
of King Charles’ royal mares as were by pure 
Barb, Arabian or Turk stallions, without the 
admixture of other blood ; while the other 
class includes animals that are direct de- 
scendants in the paternal line of the first 
class and have interited not less than five 
unbroken crosses in the maternal line of the 
thoroughbred of the first class. As we un- 
derstand it all such animals, regardless of 
their speed ability or other race-winning 
qualities, were eligible to registration as thor- 
oughbred in the old English Stud Book and 
no distinction was made there between the 
two classes above-named. 

All horses are thoroughbred whose sires 
and dams trace in every line to animals that 
are registered in the English Stud Book, 
whether they are clean-cut and show quality 
or not. 

The thoroughbred horse of America is a 
descendant of the English thoroughbred. 
There were three horses to one or the other 
of which the English thoroughbred is large- 
ly indebted for his most valuable qualities. 
They were Byerly Turk. Darley Arabian and 
Godolphin Arabian, all of which were un- 
doubtedly pure-bred horses of the desert. 
Most of the best thoroughbreds of the present 
time are descendants of English Eclipse, 
Matchem or King Herod. Eclipse was a di- 
rect descendant in the paternal line of Dar- 
ley Arabian ; Matchem of Godolphin Ara- 
bian and Herod of Byerly Turk. The dam of 
Herod was in-bred to Darley Arabian 
through Flying Childers. The dam of Match- 
em was by Croft’s Partner, a son of Jigg, by 
Byerly Turk, and the dam of Eclipse was by 
Regulus, a son of Godolphin Arabian.
